Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The rejection of the claims where it cannot be seen how porosity may be 
between 15-30% while the silicon is limited to 4 volume % is maintained. If the highest 
amount of silicon allowed 4 volume % is taken then the porosity based upon volume 
would be 4/4+96 x 100 which would equal 4%. Although measuring porosity by volume 
is not the same as area the porosity based on area how could the porosity be up to 
almost 8 times more than the maximum silicon. Note porosity is based upon the 
amount of silicon. Also note claim 4, the silicon is removed? 

Claim 1 , "silicone" should be "silicon". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Odaka et al (WO 200007959; 
equivalent to US 6,695,984), for reasons of record. 

Odaka et al teach a bending strength of 243 Mpa, greater than the claimed 200 
Mpa. As to the silicon being uniformly dispersed, this is considered qualitative language
